The argument fo much infifted on by interefted or prejudi- 
ced writers, that we have more fhips than we can man, 4s al- 
ways partially and unfairly flared. Is that advantage confined 
to this country ! Is it not equally the cafe with France, with 
Spain, and with Holland too? Is not the fact, indeed, fo tio- 
torious, fo undeniable, and not only the private advices from 
all thofe countries concur in acknowledging it, but avowed even 
in many of the foreign prints, though the prefs is under reltric. 
tions in Holland, as well asin the two f kingdoms. 

It is equally bafe and abfurd, ‘then, | 
into a belief of the fuperioticy of ‘the enemy by means of fach 
an argument. The truth is, that all the'powers now cngas 
in holtilities, feel a want.of feamen ; bit the evil, and cunfe- 

uently the complaint, is general ; and the obvious reafon of this 
Ps is, that, while each of the belligerent powers keeps, 
for its own fervice, every feaman refpectively belonging to theni, 
not any one of them, any more than ourfelves, can procure any 
hands from the other maritime States ; who, by having entered 
into the confederation, called the Armed Neutrality, have fe- 
verally fitted out fquadrons, which call for great numbers of 
their feamen } their other failors are employed on board mer- 
chant-fhips, which, by the great profit thofe hips now make as 
neutral catriers, are enabled to give fuch wages and entcourage- 
merit as to render it in the higheft degree ridiculous to imagine 
that any number. of the feamen fo employed would quit .a_ fet- 
vice, at once attended with fuch fecurity anid profit, to ran the 
rifk of getting knocked on the head on board the men of war 
of any of the belligerent powers. The fearcity of feamen, 
therefore, i 





is: not. partially, but uwniverfally felt. by them. 
The French fleet now waiting at fea, undér Guichen, to meet 
and convoy into port their numerous Weft India fleet, is con- 
fiderably thort of its complement of able feanien. Che Spanith 
fhips of the ling, in commifhon at Cadiz, are ftill far more de- 
ficient in this refpeét, tnuch lef$ have they any to {pare for their 
other fhips in dock, &c. not td mention the rotten and almoft 
difabled' ftate of many of them. And thé mortality has been 
fo great among the Spanith {quadron of the line at the Flavan- 
nah, (to fay nothing of the lofs of four of their largeft and beft 
thips by a hurricanen thofe fers) that the hofpitals there are 
crouded with thé fick, and fall one third of the able feamen 
they Carried from Europe laft year, have died, without any 
means or profpect of fapplying their places. In what, then, (all 
thefe citcumftances confidered } confifts the fo much contended 
inferiority of the .prefent naval itrength of this country, com- 
peted with that of its collecied enemies ?
